The 1793 half cent has always 
been in the limelight as the only year of this distinctive design type. Liberty, with a cap on pole behind her head, is facing to the left, in opposition to the same 
design found on the 1793 Liberty Capped cent, where she faces to the right. The engraver of the half cent die is not known with certainty, but may have been 
Joseph Wright, to whom is attributed the 1793 Liberty Cap cent, and the 1792 Eagle-on-Globe pattern quarter. However, the depiction of Liberty on the half 
cent is not as delicate as on the cent. 





The reverse of the 1793 half cent is unique as a type as well. The general format of a wreath and inscription was continued after 1793, but only the 1793 issue 
has sprays of tiny berries within the wreath, a feature introduced on the 1793 Wreath cent. Moreover, half cents of the 1793 year are the only ones that have the 
border on both sides composed of tiny raised beads or dots. 


These pieces were struck in the summer of 1793, with the first delivery occurring on July 20. The 1793 half cent gives the denomination three times: as HALF 
CENT and 1/200 on the reverse and as TWO HUNDRED FOR A DOLLAR on the edge. The same triple denomination feature is found on several other early 
copper types. Interestingly, during this decade no mark of value at all is found on certain other denominations (such as the silver half dime, dime, and quarter, 


and all gold coins). 


The deep steel-brown surfaces show some modest corrosion but still maintain the appeal of the bold initial strike. The circulation that this example experienced 
was decidedly moderate. Other than the obvious porosity, there are no mentionable marks or other distractions on either side. Overall, this coin is a thoroughly 
acceptable example of the first date of U.S. half cent coinage, and by any standard will be a worthy addition for any carefully assembled type or date and variety

Smoothing the path for the abandonment of the familiar large 
cent, and preparing for the introduction of the significantly smaller coin, the 
Mint prepared a select distribution of the new coins. Examples were present- 
ed to President Franklin Pierce, each U.S. senator and representative, influ- 
ential newspapermen, and officials of the Treasury Department. Some of 
these were sufficiently impressed to request and receive extra specimens, but 
all were business-strike or Uncirculated examples. 


Numismatists and the general public scrambled to obtain the new coin, 
which became an overnight rarity. Edward D. Cogan, the “English daddy of 
the American coin trade” sold a piece for the unheard-of sum of $2 as early 
as 1859, a sum equal to a day's wage for many Americans. Then irrepressible 
Mint Director James Ross Snowden initiated production of Proofs in part to 
use as trading stock in his search for Washington medals and tokens for his 
favorite project, the Mint Cabinet. With this rich and faintly scandalous 
background adding to its appeal, the 1856 Flying Eagle cent exerts the same 
fascination on 21st-century collectors as it did on those of the mid-19th. 


A razor sharp strike is personified by the crisply defined feathers on the eagle's 
wings, tail, and body. The fine-pointed leaves in the reverse wreath extend 
above the base of C, and just below the base of T in CENT to identify this 
die variety. The subtly mirrored fields are covered with deep antique-gold 
color at the centers, this being bordered with gunmetal-blue color on each 
side. Border denticles show the mathematical regularity and precision found 
only on the elusive Proof examples of this classic rarity of all American small 


cent coinage.

On the obverse, Liberty is standing in (or stepping through) an opening in a parapet or gate- 
way, wearing a gown, her right breast exposed. In her right hand, she holds an olive branch of peace, in her left a shield, at once symbolizing peace and pre- 
paredness. Beneath the top of the parapet is IN GOD / WE TRVST, the “V” being a Latin touch. On the left side of the parapet opening are seven five-point- 
ed stars aligned vertically, and on the right hand there are six, also vertically positioned. The date is below on a raised step or area. Inside the border around most 
of the circumference is a design composed of two dots and a dash repeated many times, adding an interesting effect. On the reverse an eagle flies toward the right, 
with stars at the left and right borders, inscriptions above and below. 


As the coin was a novelty, one might expect that many would have been saved as souvenirs. The low mintage was not widely publicized in 1916-1917, and the 
public was not alerted to the scarcity of the 1916. Apparently, nearly all 1916 quarters of the new design slipped unobtrusively into circulation. Although con- 
temporary numismatists were alerted to the new motif, and many sought an example of the type, there was very little interest in assembling sets by date and mint- 
mark sequence. This latter discipline did not become popular until the 1930s when Wayte Raymond launched the Standard Catalogue of U.S. Coins (1934) and 
in the same decade published a popular series of coin album pages. 


By the 1920s the 1916 Standing Liberty quarter dollar was recognized as being scarce, especially in Mint State. Henry Chapman (the Philadelphia dealer) and 
John Zug (who conducted his highly successful mail order business from a barn on his homestead in Bowie, Maryland) maintained a small supply, but examples 
were lacking in most other dealers’ stocks. 


The richly frosty luster that characterizes this elusive first date is boldly apparent on this softly gleaming near-Gem. Liberty's face and features are full, and the 
majestic eagle flies on a particularly sparkling field. Numismatic lore, as expanded by Walter Breen and published in many other places as well, insists that puri- 
tanical objections to Liberty's bared breast forced a redesign in early 1917, including a mail shirt, after another run of this motif was produced. However, in his 
Renaissance of American Coinage book, and also elsewhere, Roger W. Burdette delineates clearly that there was no recorded public outcry at all, but, instead, the 
engraver, Hermon A. MacNeil, suggested and made the change. The jacket of armor symbolizes America’s preparedness for the World War, then in progress, but 
America had not yet entered officially. Remarkably few pieces were set aside by collectors at time of issue compared to later years. (#5705)

Sharply struck 
as expected, with the name C. GOBRECHT F. clear in the base above the 
date and on the reverse, the eagle flies upward in a starry field. A few marks 
are noted on the obverse including a rather obvious one on Liberty's left (fac- 
ing) arm. 


The first 400 strikings in December, 1836 were apparently intended for cir- 
culation as most of the survivors today are lower grade, such as this example. 
This is a desirable coin that remains ever-popular as one of the more elegant 
coin designs to come out of the 19th century, and the present example retains 
enough eye appeal to suit most advanced collector's desires. (#11225)

CHOICE UNCIRCULATED 1878-S TRADE DOLLAR 





1878-S Trade $1. NGC graded MS-64. The trade dollar was designed to 
compete with the popular Spanish-American or Mexican dollar in the Ori- 
ent, these being the world standard in trade. Typically, thousands of such dol- 
lars were carried on ships trading with Canton, the main port in China. 
Launched with enthusiasm and heartily endorsed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment and various officials (including numismatist John J. Knox, prominent 
in that department), this coin well served its intended purpose. Much 
acclaim was given to its usefulness. However, trade dollars were minted only 
to the express order of depositors of silver bullion who wanted such pieces for 
the export trade. Accordingly, mintages varied, sometimes considerably. Dur- 
ing the same era the “silver question” became the overwhelming issue in 
American politics, with western interests pressuring their legislators for gov- 
ernment support of the metal. Since 1870 the price of silver had been declin- 
ing on world markets, as several European nations abandoned the metal in 
favor of gold as a medium of trading exchange. The Bland Allison Act of Feb- 
ruary 28, 1873, was a dream come true for the politicians from Nevada and 
other western areas. Uncle Sam was commanded to buy millions of ounces 
of silver each year, for the government account, and to coin the silver into 
dollars (the familiar Morgan dollars we love today). At this time no such 
quantities were needed for circulation, so the vast majority simply piled up 
in government vaults - like the one dollar coins do today. The trade dollar 
was abruptly terminated, at the height of its success. Several numismatic 
writers have said the trade dollar was a failure, obviously not knowing the real 
situation or, for that matter, not having read such basic sources as the Annu- 
al Report of the Director of the Mint. In actuality, the trade dollar was an 
overwhelming success from its beginning in 1873 until its termination in 


1878. 


Bright and lustrous with a modest amount of natural toning. A truly mar- 
velous trade dollar for type set purposes, not a rare variety but in terms of 
overall quality, quite elusive. Notably, all of the obverse stars, the head of Lib- 
erty, and other features are sharp, while on the reverse, the eagle is minutely 
detailed, including on the legs and lower areas which sometimes are flat. We 
consider it to be a premium value example among 1878-S trade dollars and 
anticipate that it will attract a lot of attention from collectors who are seek- 
ing a very choice example. (#7048)

The reverse die reveals two salient marks that help to identify the variety. The first of these is a faint die-line that extends from the eagle’s second wing feather to 


the first A in AMERICA, while the other is a much heavier die-line that extends from the upper corner of the shield into the eagle’s wing below the L in 
PLURIBUS.

1852 U.S. Assay Office $50, 887 THOUS. NGC graded AU-53. K-13, R.5. The very signature of the Gold Rush, the $50 octagonal “slug,” also called an 


“adobe,” was the mainstay of commerce during this rough and tumble era in San Francisco history. The present piece is the style with reeded edge, and inscrip- 
tions around the obverse border, and with the central design depicting an eagle on a rock.
